The co rdo n o peratio n in the

All ov er the world thou g ht­ 
fu l 
people, 
particu larly 
in 
cou ntries not so free, mu st 
hav e been challeng ed by the 
spirit

ev ent. Telev ision and radio 
now 
enable 
inhabitants 
of 
distant cou ntries to see how 
a g reat democracy chang es 
its

seizu re of power that has led 
to au tocracy and dictatorship.

the bitterness between g rou ps, 
and the u prising s of dissent. 
He said:

America has su ffered from a 
fev er of words: From inflated 
rhetoric that promises more 
than

can 
deliv er: 
from 
ang ry 
rhetoric 
that 
fans 
discontents into hatreds; from 
bombastic rhetoric that pos­ 
tu res instead of persu ading . 
We cannot learn from one 
another u ntil we stop shou ting 
at one another — u ntil we 
speak qu ietly enou g h so that 
ou r works can be heard as 
well as ou r v oices. 
“ For its part, g ov ernment 
will listen.

for those who hav e su ffered;, 
with u nderstanding for those

address will be appraised in 
history as a timely presenta­ 
tion of thou g hts which lie deep 
in the hearts of the American 
people today .

Fou r y ears later Mr. Wilson 
himself, as President of the 
United States, had the du ty 
of g au g ing pu blic opinion.
